Mars; Seek Life 


MOUNT WILSON OBSERVA- 


TORY, Cal, Nov. 2.—(INS)—Data 
on the moot question of the exist- 
ence of life on Mars will be gath- 
ered by the Mount Wilson obser- 
tory, Dr. Walter S. Adams, director 
of the observatory, a branch of 
Carnegie institution Of Washington 
revealed today when he annuonced 
that Mount Wi>son astronorriers are 
attempting to measure the temper- 
ature of Mars and to determine the 
character of the composition of Its 
atmosphere. 


The result of these experiments 
will vitally affect conjecture as to 
the possibility oT life upon the plant 
If the temperature Is too low or the 
atmosphere too rarified or too gas- 
eous, there is less likelihood of plant 
or animal life existing 
Dr. Adams declared that it is al- 
ready known that the Martian tem- 
perature is "much lower than that 
of the earth." as Mars is farther 
away from the sun. With the deli- 
cate Instruments at the observatory 
Dr. Adams hopes to determine the 
exact variation of planetary tem- 
perature.

within fifty years and that in some sections of the 
metropolis it will require only twenty_ years 


Mr. Bossom believes that there will be two 'strata 


of tenantry, the residential population living atop of 
the i business institutions. Fifteen stories will prob- 
ably be as high as business will extend, and there the 
residence sections will begin. 
These will be in^a 


series of steps, or set-backs, and on each step Drill be 
gardens or playgrounds. 
^ 


The residents of the upper strata may be employed 


in the business establishments below and it Is argued 
bv the architect that this will to a very great extent 
solve the traffic problems which are continually be- 
setting the people and the authorities of New York. 


According to the idea of Mr. Bossom there will be 


recessional sidewalks about the building, allowing 
the rebidenU to stroll around the entire structure, not 
unlike a sightseer on a mountain trail. Such side- 
salks have been installed on one of the largp bulld- 
ngs in Hamburg. These, it is said, enable the office 
vorkers to spend their lunch hours high above the 
noise and bad air, yet in perfect safety. Stores, lunch 
ooms and other concessions are to be built on these 
sidewalks and there is a possibility of new standards 


if healthfulness in the densely crowded city.

with an Innocent-looking pimple, most often on the back of the neck 
and shoulders. It may appear on other parts. The inciting cause is a 
virulent pus germ which has been pressed or in some way ground Into 
the hair follicle of the skin, and there is always some undermining of 
the general resistance from some cause, as a predisposing factor.
